The Effect of Fear or Worry Upon Dis orders of the Sk in

MORE and morp in recent time? 
there h*s come the realization that 
a number of disorder? are pro­ 
duced by nervous or psy chologic 
disturbances. Thus, according to 
Doctor J ohn T. Ingram of the Uni­ 
versity of Leeds, many persons 
develop skin eruptions such as 
seborrhea and eczema as well as 
ex cessive sweating with redne« s 
of the skin, due to psy chologic dis­ 
turbances. 
SeborThea is a skin inflamma­ 
tion in which greasy scales form 
on the skin. In eczema, there is 
much itching, redness of the skin 
and scaling. 
The majority of persons with 
these disorders can he restored to 
health. Aa a rule, the patients af­ 
fected are oversensitive and easily 
upset. They often have some un­ 
solved problem which creates wor­ 
ry , anx iety or fear. In all instances 
an attempt must be made to find 
the basis for the patient’» psy cho­ 
logic problem. Then an effort must 
be made to eliminate these things 
in any wav possible. 
In addition, several measures of 
treatment would seem to be use­ 
ful. For ex ample, quieting drugs 
such as phenobarbital may be giv­ 
en from one to three times a day . 
The injection or the giving by 
mouth of large amounts of vita­ 
min 
B-l 
or thiamin also acts 
through nervous channels and is 
of great help in seborrhea and 
ex cessive sweating. 
Ultra-violet 


light treatments in small doses as 
well as phy sical ex ercise may he 
useful in the more chronic cases. 
Poctor Ingram points out th# 
importance of making sure that 
the patients w’ith skin disorders 
due to psy chologic disturbances 
are doing the right ty pe of work, 
because if they are not suited to 
their surroundings, the skin trou­ 
bles will persist. X-ray treatments 
have been used to a great ex tent 
for these skin troubles. However, 
great care must be taken to be sure 
that an overdose is not employ ed. 
The patient should know himself 
how many X-ray treatments he 
has had, so that if he should move 
and thus change phy sicians, fur­ 
ther treatments will not be given 
because of lack of knowledge on 
the part of the phy sician as to 
what has been done before. 
In the seborrheas, the giving of 
large amounts of alkalis, such as 
baking soda, has been found use­ 
ful. An ointment containing sali­ 
cy lic acid and gentian violet has 
been employ ed for tne severe ec­ 
zemas. In ex cessive sweating and 
redness of the feet a drug known 
as 
sodium 
hex ametaphosphate, 
used either as a lotion cr a dust­ 
ing powder, has been found effec­ 
tive. 
Of course all these skin condi­ 
tions should be treated under the 
constant guidance of the phy si­ 
cian.
